The communication filed 10 November 2003 is not fully responsive to the Office communication mailed 9 October 2003 because the 
response does not fully respond to the restriction requirement. On page 6 of the response, Applicant indicates the election of Group II, 
an isolated polypeptide encoding RNase H and compositions comprising pharmaceutical carriers or antisense with said RNase H 
polypeptide, and vectors, cells and methods of use. However, Group II is not directed to an isolated polypeptide, but is instead 
directed to an isolated polynucleotide. Because of the confusing nature of Applicant's response, and in the interest of ensuring the 
proper examination of the claims Applicant wishes to elect, this response is deemed non-responsive. Applicant is required to clearly 
indicate whether the elected subject matter is Group II (drawn to a polynucleotide), or the isolated polypeptide (presented in Group I).
